Ti>m ther w nh l.irge profits the business 


offer* v ei-y serious risks, though probably 
le-s tiK/n almost any other kind of crime. 
Tbe I'i'.vs ;ire severe enoiit:'-', or probably 
it is better to s,iy tbat they are severe. 
Theduriee of detection aud conviction, 
however, is comparatively small. Even 
after the police have learned beyond tbe 
possibility of doubt that a man or u 
woman nuik:- a bii-mc-s of bin ing booty 
from thieve-t. it is exceedingly difDcult to 
procure such evidence as will warrant an 
indictment, to.-.ay nothing of tbe proba- 
bility '.f a petit jury disagreeing or acquit- 
ting tbe accused person. 


In the last rase of, tbo kind which was 


tried iu New York tbe prisoner, a Mr. 
:~aieli, who w as a jewel :• doing business 
on S.Kth avemie, w.is convicted on the tes- 
timony of three prole—-ional burglars. 
One of tbe witnesses testified c-oollj' to hav- 
ing committed burglaries enough to con- 
sign him toa dungeo,; furahundred years, 
but when be was asked if he bad ever been 
a. coinlct lie refused to answer on the 
gro'.md that it would degrade him. Will- 
iam F Howe, the famous criminal lawyer, 
declared tbat be bad never seen a parallel 
case. As a matter of course it was per- 
fectly easy for him to impeach the credi- 
bility of tl.e witness—in fact it was scarce- 
ly nc(e--ary to do it—but tbe jury believed 
the burg],ir a-, again-t tbe fence, and Mr. 
Saiuli w:i> sent tr> -t.ite prison. 


Speaking ol thi-c..se Inspector Byrnes 


suid tbe othei d,.}: "Yes, we have to use 
thieves for w;:!/'sses. We can't get any 
otber. You nu:y talk all you have a mind 
to about convicting a man on the testi- 
mony < f di-rcpuMuie witnesses, but what 
can we do'- We can't get William M. 
Evart-sor Ur. John Hall logo to a fence 
and sail him stolen goods. Of course it 
makes conviction difficult. Tbe fence usu- 
allv bus an eloquent lawyer who knows 
bis bn-iue-s. He will take one witness in 
hand aud ask him if be hat, ever been in 
state prison. Usually tbe witness will say 
yes, knowing tbat his record is known. 
Then the lawyer will talk to the jury, and 
will generally influence at least one juror to 
give bis client tbe benefit of the doubt, tell- 
ing them that no one ought to be convict- 
ed of crime on the testimony of a convict.

Undoubtedly he was a fel- 
low that would buy almost anything he 
could get hold of, but tin law specifies 
that the receiver must buj stolen goods 
with a guilty knowledge, and there was 
never any proof of his buying anything 
that he knew to be stolen. 


"Xo, there haven't been any -very con- 


spicuous instances since Mother Mandcl- 
baum's day," he continued. 
"We have 


convicted two or three within thy past year 
and H half, though 
That m'ta Saich was 


the most troublesome. Wu had several 
cases ag linst him." 


"Wasn't lie very incautious in talking 


with the thieves he bought, from!1" 


"Xot rc'.imrkably so. You see, when A 


man has bought two or threa tunes from 
some particular thief it is natural for him 
to talk freely to him. Very likely he will 
ask the fellow to send others to him. He 
doesn't run so much risk in doing it either 
as might seem, for, asl just said, the thief's 
testimony is easily impeached. Thegreut- 
est risk he has is ia handling goods that 
he cannot transform. 
If he buys a watch 


or a piece of silver he can melt it down, 
and we caun it possibly trace it. 


"There is one man who has given us a 


great deal of trouble, lie is a man called 


. He U ovi r TO years old aud is very 


cunning. lie will ina'n' the thieves store 
the goods in some room, and will buy by 
samples only. When he has made his bar- 
gain he will go around and measure the 
goods, pay lor them and send them away— 
to St. Louis, for instance—to some auc- 
tioneer to be sold in the regular way. He 
was in busin;"siu thiseily two or three 
times aud failed every time, though I don't 
suppose he lost money by it, and so keeps 
up a sort of busiiic-s connection or ac- 
quaintance that enables him to dispose of 
trie goods. We ha\ e arrested him several 
times, but we never could get him tried." 


"Why, couldn't you get proof?" 
"Oh, yes, proof enough." 
"Why wasn't he tried, then*" 
"Xow see here! Fm not going to cast any 


reflections on anybody. I told you he was 
over 70 years old. Well, the old fox, when | 
he is arrested, can work himself into a ttr- 
rible fit of sickness apparently. He has to 
go to tho hospital, and has to be carried 
there 
You'd think he was going to die at 


once, but he gets well as soon as the legal 
trouble blows over. 


"Of course they are not all as talented as 


he is iu that diicction, but they ghu us a| 
great deal of trouble, and the most we cim ' 
generally do is to watch them so closely i 
that they are afraid to buy. You might; 
almost say that we havo broken up the !

6usiness as a business. When watches are 
stolen from the person, which is the prin- 
cipal kind of thieving that goes on regu- 
larly in this city, the. pickpocket does not 
look for a professional fence. He 8ell& it 
to sonic barkeeper or some man in a small 
business, who takes it asasoiitary bargain. 
Nothing but accident would be likely to 
bring snch a transaction as that to lipjit, 
and even if we, should leurn about it it 
would be almost impossible to prove, guilty 
knowledge on tbe part of tue receiver," 


"How about the petty thieves, such as 


the youngsters who prowl along tho river 
front? What do they do with their plun- 
der?" 


"Well, there isn't very much of that go- 


ing on. Of course there is some. It cannot 
be stopped entirely. They go to any junk 
man and sell what they get for the merest 
trifle. Then after the stuff gets into the 
junk it cun hardly ever be traced. That's 
the end of it." 


In former days a burglar's lot was H 


much happier one than it is at present, for 
tbe reason that the pawnbroker's estab 
lishment was then an easy fence. Now- 
adays the enforcement of the law is so 
strict tbat few pawnbrokers will touch an 
article which they suspect bos been stolen, 
and the average pawnbroker becomes by 
experience very shrewd in judging of the 
character of his customers. The thieves 
therefore commonly steer clear of the 
pawnbrokers. There are, however, two well 
known jewelry establishments ou Broad- 
way where a real pawubrokerage is carried 
on, but in a round about evasion of the law, 
and at both of these places it is vehemently 
suspected that stolen diamonds are often 
bought. A customer who really wishes to 
borrow money on a diamoud can sell it lit' 
either place with a stipulation that he may 
buy it back at a steep advance on the price 
within a limited time. Witb the opportu- 
nities afforded by such a business it is not 
hard for a thief to get rid of a diamond if 
he has been lucky enough to "win" one, 
and it is easy to see how nearly impossible 
it would be to prove anything, even if a 
detective should hear of it.

Diuiiel Long'u Pino Physique* 


Tho appearance of Daniel Long, of the 


Trimount Athletic club of Boston, at sev- 
eral athletic games iu the vicinity of New 
York recently has caused considerable com- 
ment concerning his wonderfully fine phy- 
sique. When P. Uavin, of Ireland, had 
amateur athletic circles In Great Britain 
talking of his wonderful powers seven or 
eight years ago it was thought that no 
one would be seen like him for many years. 
D.ivin \VILS good at throwing weights, and 
half a dny.en years ago held the best rec- 
ords in the world for the running high and 
broad jumps, 6 ft. 2% in. and 22 ft. 8 in. 
respect h ely. 
The combination be dis- 


played of strength for weight throwing 
and activity for jumping was spoken of as 
wouderlul. His height was 6 foet, and his 
weight It*! pounds iu athletic clothes. 


He was very wiry, but indications are 


that Long will prove to be even a better 
one, lor alt hough he is one inch shorter he is 
nearly tifteen pounds heavier, and already 
has made records at throwing weights 
which D.iviu never approached. Long's 
jumping this spring has lieen phenomenal, 
and at the running high jump at his club 
g.unt'-i oil July 4 he cleared 5 ft. \\yt in., 
winning it and beating other good men 
who have records close to 6 feet. The 
ground was poor, which adds extra merit 
to Long's performance. Although Long 
is a little, more stockily built than Davin 
he has the same wiry sinews, aad he and 
Davin would make a team unapproachable 
by any other two at hlctes for all round 
weight throwing aud jumping now on the 
path. 


A Defeated Champion. 


Edward "Nunc" Wallace, the champion 


bantam pugilist of England, who w,is re- 
cently defeated by George Dixon, of Bos- 
ton, for the bantam weight championship 
of the world, has been identiflsd with the 
ring for four years. Du ring this time he has 
fought nineteen battles—seven with bare 
knuckles und twelve with gloves. He has 
suffered only three defeats, and these were 
in glove fights. He is a good glove fighter,

but made his reputation without them. 
He is of Scotch origin, but was born in 
Birmingham, England, twenty-four years 
ago. 
He stands 5 ft. 2 in. in height 


and 
weighs 112 pounds in condition.

admirers, but 
since his over- 


whelming defeat his admirers have been 
dropping one by one from his ranks and 
joining those of the sturdy little colored 
boy Dixon. It was indeed a Waterloo for 
the Englishman and his backers. 
The 


champions fought at 114 pounds for a 
purse of $2.500, according to what are 
known in America as Police Gazette 
rules, with four ounce gloves. The battle 
was fought in a 24 foot ring erected in the 
gymuasiufn of the Pelican club of London. 


Disappointing. 


The games of the Olympic Athletic 


club, of San Francisco, Cal. , on July 
4 did not bring about the breaking 
of a record, which many had thought 
ivould surely happen. 
The record in 


question is the mLining broad jump of 
S3 ft. 3 in., which Victor E. Schifferstein, 
of the Olympics, has trained for some time 
to beat. The form he has often displayed 
.hows that on a good day if he is feeling 
right he can alter this record, but be is of 
a highly nervous temperament and any- 
thing that goes wrong is apt to unfit him 
for even a moderate performance. He did 
not appear on the day in question and the 
spectators were disappointed. Sciiiflferstein, 
however, will try again, for he says if he 
attempts the feat of ten enough some day 
lie will get there.

as he is ominously styled in northern New 
England, the "blue hen hawk." Of rather 
blendet build when full grown a bawk of 
this sort measures from twenty to fcwenty- 
four inches m length.

Though 
more numerous iu the mountains of the 
far we-.t and In the British possessions the 
goshawk is not uncommon In our north- 
ernnio'-t states in fall and winter, and oc- 
casionally even builds Its nest In that re- 
gion.

Working Together. 


A visitor to the convention of working- 


women in Xew York says that a large pro- 
portion of the audience were young girls 
whose wealth and social position rendered 
any work -unnecessary to their support. 
Yet they did work actively and effectively 
for the help of their leis fortunate sisters 
in organizing and sustaining the guilds, 
reading rooms, gymnasiums, etc., which 
give the friendless working girl In our 
great cities the comfort and protection of 
homes. 


The relation between the two classes of 


girls was most cordial and hearty. The 
shabbily dressed shop woman and seam- 
stress served on the same committees with 
the daughters of wealthy men from Mur- 
ray Hill with the hope of helping their 
sisters who are still poorer and more needy 
than any of themselves. For the time all 
of the committee forgot that there was 
any difference of fortune or education be- 
tween them. They were only women work 
ing shoulder to shoulder in a noble cause. 


This little incident is noteworthy and 


important. There is no town or village in 
which such hearty Christian feeling, such 
rational womanly action would not do 
much toward bridging the widening gulf 
between the poor and the rich. 


Combinations of capitalists and combi- 


nations of workingmen cannot bring utter 
ruin upon each other if workingwomen 
and the daughters and wives of wealthy 
men join to show how easy and effective is 
a union of the two classes iu good, whole- 
some work.—Youth's Companion.
